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(57) Abstract: [PROBLEMS] To solve the problem that a 
technique which allows anyone to adjust a tappet clearance in 
an engine valve without requiring a special skill sometimes 
fails to provide an accurate adjustment since the abutment 
seat of a digital gauge for detecting a displacement magnitude 
is not a rocker arm itself and since the abutment position is 
deviated from the axis of an adjusting screw, thus requiring 
a readjustment or the like. [MEANS FOR SOLVING 
PROBLEMS] In a method for adjustmg/confirrning the tappet 
clearance between a rocker arm adjusting screw and a valve 
stem, the adjusting screw is driven in until the face of the 
valve stem is separate from the valve seat, whereupon the 
adjusting screw is loosened for retraction while measuring the 
torque, so as to find the adjustment origin on the basis of the 
measured torque value, and the adjusting screw is loosened 
by an amount corresponding to a clearance set specified value 
from the thus-found adjustment origin, thereby corifirming 
this clearance set specified value by a displacement gauge. 
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
